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The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  received  was  327  as 
compared  with  81  in  19Sl.  The  number  of  notifications  of  measles  rose 
from  48  to  309  in  1962,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  whooping  cough.  The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  also  fell 
from  29  to  8. 

There  were  7  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  is  the  same  number  as 
last  year,  but  the  number  on  the  Register  was  considerably  reduced  as  17 
cases  were  notified  as  having  recovered. 

No  new  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  were  notified,  the  last 
cases  being  in  1958  and  1945  respectively. 

The  building  of  the  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Gentile  provided  by  the 
County  Council  was  completed  during  the  year  and  brought  into  service  in 
June  1982.  The  new  premises  replace  adapted  premises  which  had  outlived 
their  usefulness  and  provide  ideal  surroundings  for  both  the  public  and 
staff. 

The  many  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene  have  received  careful 
attention  as  will  be  seen  from  a  perusal  of  the  Report. 

The  preparation  of  the  plans  for  extension  to  the  sewage  works  and 
sewerage  system  has  been  unavoidably  delayed.  As  part  of  the  scheme, 
however,  683  yards  of  27"  diameter  pipes  were  laid  during  the  year  in 
order  to  allow  for  the  re  “development  taking  place  to  the  west  of  Leyland 
Lane. 


Reference  was  made  in  my  last  Report  to  the  official  representation 
of  the  Spring  Gardens  Clearance  Areas,  comprising  30  houses.  No  further 
Clearance  Areas  are  envisaged  as  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  District 
is  such  as  to  make  this  unnecessary  at  the  present  time.  The  erection  of 
l62  houses  by  private  enterprise  and  37  flats  by  the  Council  were  completed 
during  the  year. 

The  Special  Scheme  of  38  bungalows  for  elderly  persons  together  with 
accommodation  for  a  resident  warden,  Community  Centre  and  call  bell  system 
was  completed  during  the  year  and  officially  opened  by  Councillor  Je  Welsby, 
JePc  ,  on  14th  April,  1982.  Such  schemes  as  this  are  making  a  valuable 
contribution  to  our  efforts  to  care  for  the  elderly  in  the  best  possible 
manner. 
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The  matter  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  as  envisaged  by  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
195^  was  still  'under  consideration  and  proposals  were  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Council  during  1.963* 

In  conclusion,  I  have  pleasure  in  once  again  expressing  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  great  help  and  co-operation  which  I  receive  from 
Mr.  G-.  Walsh,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the 
other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  assistance  or  advice  whenever  required. 

I  am  also  very  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement®

Physical  Features  of  the  Area 


The  Urban  District  comprises  an  irregular  shaped  area,  with  its  greater 
diameter  ncrth  and  west*  The  height  in  the  “west  is  approximately  55  feet 
above  the  datum  line  rising  in  the  east  to  250  feet.  On  the  whole,  the  area 
is  level,  and  rises  and  falls  are  of  a  gentle  nature. 

Geologically,  the  district  lies  on  a  plain  of  Triassic  Rock,  upon  which 
are  deposited  a  Lower  Boulder  Clay  layer,  a  layer  of  Middle  Drift  Sand,  and 
an  Upper  Boulder  Clay  layer.  In  the  southern  part  of  the  district,  there 
is  an  outcrop  of  sand  of  considerable  depth  and  approximately  400  yards  in 
width.  This  outcrop  dips  steeply  so  that  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Golden  Hill 
it  is  some  80  feet  below  the  surface.  The  three  layers  vary  considerably  in 
depth  in  different  parts  of  the  area. 

Water  is  found  in  the  Middle  Drift  Sand,  and  the  presence  of  this 
probably  accounted  for  the  selection  of  this  area  by  settlers  in  the  distant 
past.  The  shallow  wells  in  the  sand  layer  became  grossly  contaminated  and 
at  one  time  gave  rise  to  an  outbreak  of  Enteric  Disease. 

In  the  Midge  Hall  area  there  is  a  layer  of  peat  sane  12  feet  in  depth 
overlying  the  three  layers  of  Glacial  Drift. 

The  River  Lostock  is  the  main,  natural  drainage  outlet  for  the  district. 
Into  it  run  several  small  brooks  including  the  Wymott  on  the  western  side, 
Bryn. in g  Brook  from  the  east  with  Shaw  Brook  and  Hollins  Brook  in  the  south. 
Bryning  Brook  changes  its  name  to  Bow  Brook  and  Bannister  Brook  during  its 
course  through  the  district,  finally  entering  the  River  Lostock  as  Mill 
Brook.  Shaw  Brfc>ok  "becomes  Wade  Brook  before  entering  the  River,

The  table  below  gives  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  cases  added  during 
the  year  to  the  Register*  It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  tY/o  deaths  shown 
from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  in  the  higher  age  groups,  neither  of  which  were 
on  the  tuberculosis  register.  One  was  discovered  as  a  result  of  a  post 
mortem,  and  the  other  diagnosis  was  made  after  admission  to  hospital  and  was 
given  as  the  cause  of  death. 

One  of  the  cases  notified  was  a  child  of  14  years  and  arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  to  X-Ray  all -the  children  and 
staff  at  her  school,  and  545  X-Rays  were  taken.  As  a  result,  only  one  other 
case  requiring  observation  was  detected  in  one  of  the  children. 

Abnormalities  were  also  discovered  in  three  other  persons,  involving 
pneumonitis,  bronchiectasis  and  abnormality  of  the  diaphragm.

Laboratory  Services 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  situated  in  Preston,  is  'used  to  examine 
specimens  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  food  and  water,  as  well  as  biological 
examination  for  Tubercle  Bacillus  and  Brucella  organisms  in  milks.  The 
Director  of  the  Laboratory  is  Din  L.  Robertson. 

The  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Preston  and  Ghorley  group  of 
hospitals,  situated  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  is  available  for 
examining  specimens  of  patients  under  treatment  as  well  as  for  pathological 
specimens  for  ordinary  diseases,  and  is  "under  the  direction  of  Din  A. A.  Miller, 
the  Group  Pathologist.

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  purpose-built  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  in  Moss  Lane,  Leyland, 
and  was  opened  in  1959°  There  are  three  ambulances,  two  dual  purpose 
vehicles  and  one  sitting  case  car  permanently  stationed  there,  with  a  staff 
of  15,  the  service  being  radio  controlled  from  Anbulance  Headquarters  at 
Brought on o 

Their  sphere  of  operation  is  not  confined  to  the  Urban  District  .and 
includes  part  of  the  Preston  Motorway* 

Home  Nursing  Service 

It  was  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  district  nurses  operating  in 
the  area  and  in  May  a  further  appointment  was  made,  bringing  the  total  to 
four.  Their  duties  include  care  of  patients  in  their  own  homes  and 
arrangements  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  in  suitable  cases. 

Mi dwif ery  Service 

Owing  to  the  considerable  increase  in  domiciliary  births,  an  extra 
part-time  midwife  was  appointed  during  the  year  to  assist  the  four  full  time 
staff.  A  resignation,  however,  at  the  end  of  the  year  left  a  vacancy  to  be 
filled* 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  employed  in  Ley  land  and  help  a  variety  of  cases,  including 
confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity  and  tuberculosis  cases.  Night 
helps  are  also  employed  where  needed.  The  Home  Helps  are  not  employed  on  a 
District  basis  but  are  available  wherever  they  are  needed  within  the  division* 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  a  total  of  198  Home  Helps  available  and  they 
had  given  assistance  to  1,124  cases.  These  figures  refer  to  the  Division  as  a 
whole  as  detailed  figures  of  actual,  cases  attended  in  Leyland  itself  are  not 
readily  available. 
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Clinic  Facilities 


The  new  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  Yewlands  Drive ,  the  building 
of  which  commenced  in  1961,  was  completed  during  the  year  being  brought  into 
service  in  June  1962*  This  has  fulfilled  a  long  felt  need  and  the  various 
services  operated  from  this  establishment  have  benefited  accordingly. 

Ante -Natal  Clinic 

A  weekly  session  is  held  each  Thursday  at  the  child  welfare  centre, 
Yewlands  Drive,  Leyland,  when  a  consultant  obstetrician  employed  by  the 
Preston  and  Charley  Hospital  Management  Committee  attends.  The  Wednesday 
afternoon  Midwives  Clinic,  which  was  started  in  1959?  no  longer  was  necessary 
owing  to  the  better  facilities  available  in  the  new  premises  and  this, 
therefore,  ceased  during  the  year . 

Child.  Welfare  Centres 


Following  the  opening  of  the  new  Clinic  the  child  welfare  sessions 
held  at  the  Congregational  Sunday  School,  Quin  Street,  Leyland,  ceased  in 
June  1962.  They  were  continued  every  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  new 
welfare  centre  in  Yewlands  Drive  as  well  as  in  the  Methodist  Church  Hall, 
Leyland  Lane,  Leyland. 

A  doctor  and  health  visitors  attend  and  give  advice  on  infant  care  and 
management.  Baby  foods  are  sold  at  the  Centres. 

School  Medical  Service 


Medical  and  Hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  schools  and 
clinic  sessions  are  held  at  Yewlands  Drive  for  a  variety  of  treatments 
including  minor  ailments,  dental  care,  orthopaedic  and  ophthalmic 
conditions.  The  County  Council  make  special  provisions  for  residential 
schooling  for  various  categories  of  handicapped  children  such  as  the  blind, 
partially  sighted,  deaf  and  dumb,  epileptics,  and  for  those  who  are  delicate 
and  backward. 

Convalescent  Care 

In  suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of  patients 
to  convalescent  homes. 

Day  Nurseries 

There  is  one  Day  Nursery  available  in  Leyland,  situated  in  Yewlands 
Drive. 

The  demand  for  places  was  maintained  and  throughout  the  year  there  was 
a  fairly  long  waiting  list  of  children  requiring  admission. 
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Welfare  Services 


Residential  homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and  infirm 
persons  who  have  no  longer  anyone  to  care  for  them.  Handicapped  persons 
are  also  assisted.  A  handicraft  and  social  centre  for  handicapped  persons 
is  held  in  Leyland  each  week  on  Monday  evenings  in  the  Civil  Defence  Centre , 
Council  Depot,  Towngate,  Leyland*  Efforts  were  being  made  to  find  premises 
more  suitable  for  these  handicapped  persons  for  their  Monday  evening  meetings. 

The  home  for  aged  persons  at  Broadfield  House,  Leyland,  continued  to 
provide  accommodation  for  a  total  of  50  male  and  female  residents. 

The  chiropody  service  continued  to  provide  free  facilities  for  persons 
of  pensionable  age,  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons.  The  service 
is  on  a  domiciliary  basis  for  those  who  are  unable  to  leave  their  homes  and 
on  a  surgery  basis  for  the  others.  This  service  has  been  much  appreciated 
in  the  District* 
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National  Assistance  Act,  194-8 . 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to  suitable  premises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as  envisaged  by  Section  47  of  the 
above  Act.  This  procedure  involves  the  making  of  Court  Orders  and  would 
only  be  used  as  a  last  resort.

Following  the  46  cases  of  Measles  notified  the  previous  year,  it  was 
expected  there  would  he  an  increase  in  1962  and  this  in  fact  occurred,  with 
a  total  of  309« 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  there  were  no  notifications  of  Whooping 
Cough  and  that  there  was  a  drastic  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  being  reduced  from  29  t o  8.  Even  these  cases  were  very  mild, 
did  not  require  admission  to  hospital  and  recovered  very  quickly  after 
treatment.

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Dysentery 

Once  again,  for  the  second  successive  year,  there  were  no  cases  of 
dysentery  notified  in  the  District* 

An  investigation  was  carried  out,  however,  on  one  family  where  the  mother 
worked  in  the  school  meals  service  and  was  away  from  her  duties  with  an  attack 
of  diarrhoea.  The  subsequent  Laboratory  findings  were  that  Salmonellae  and 
Organisms  of  the  Dysentery  Group  were  not  isolated  from  either  herself  or  any 
of  her  family.,  and  she  was  eventually  allowed  to  return  to  her  duties. 
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Smallpox 

In  January  and  February  of  the  year  considerable  concern  wan  caused  by 
a  number  of  canes  of  smallpox  occurring  throughout  the  country*  The  first 
cases  occurred  in  immigrants  from  Pakistan  and  there  were  several  secondary 
cases  arising  from  this  cause.  As  a  result  there  was  a  much  increased  demand 
for  vaccination  and  1,131  primary  vaccinations  and  573  re-vaccinations  were 
carried  out.  Special  checks  were  made  on  all  persons  returning  to  tills 
country  and  notification  was  received  from  Manchester  that  a  serviceman  who 
was  a  contact  of  smallpox  in  Dus s elder f  had  arrived  in  Ley! and.  He  was 
visited,  given  instructions  on  the  precautions  to  be  taken,  and  was 
re-vaccinated.  During  this  period  several  requests  for  a  second  opinion  were 
received  from  general  practitioners  called  to  outbreaks  of  "spots”,  one  such 
case  occurred  in  Leyland,  but  in  no  instance  was  smallpox  diagnosed* 

General 


Several  investigations  were  carried  out  upon  patients  at  the  request  of 
their  own  private  doctor.  In  no  case  was  evidence  of  infection  found  and 
this  would  no  doubt  help  by  a  process  of  elimination  in  arriving  at  a  correct 
diagnosis.  Once  again,  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  reported  in 
January  that  there  had  been  a  considerable  increase  in  national  insurance 
claims  to  the  extent  of  350?o  over  the  normal.  These  were  mainly  due  to 
infections  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract,  such  as  bronchitis,  influenza  and 
the  common  cold,  none  of  which  are  notifiable. 

Epidemic  Vomiting  and  Diarrhoea. 

Although  not  notifiable,  there  was  a  short  outbreak  in  one  of  the 
Secondary  schools  in  the  area  involving  fifteen  children.  The  outbreak  very 
quickly  subsided  in  two  days  and  specimens  taken  failed  to  reveal  any 
specific  infection.  This  condition  has  been  experienced  before  at  other 
schools  and  very  little  is  known,  about  the  spread  of  infection. 
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FOOD 


Milk 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the 
area,  took  43  samples  of  milk  in  the  district  to  be  examined  for 
adulteration  (added  water)  and  fat  deficiency,  and  all  these  were  found  to 
be  genuine. 

It  is  also  their  policy  to  submit  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
informal  samples  of  milk  from  each  producer  and  retailer  for  biological 
examination  for  the  presence  of  live  tuberculosis  and  brucella  organisms  in 
the  raw  milks,  and  to  submit  heat  treated  milks  for  examination  to  check 
the  efficiency  of  the  pasteurising  or  sterilising  processes. 

In  no  case  was  any  milk  reported  to  be  insufficiently  heat  treated,  but 
in  one  case  a  brucella  organism  was  found.  This  was  reported  to  this 
Authority  and  a  full  scale  investigation  into  the  herd  was  carried  out  by 
taking  individual  samples  from  every  cow.  There  had,  however,  been  several 
changes  in  the  period  from  the  original  sample  being  taken  to  the  result 
being  notified  and  this  further  investigation  found  that  the  herd  was  then 
free  from,  this  particular  infection. 


Meat 


The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year  where  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  were  slaughtered. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
that  there  was  a  one  hundred,  per  cent  inspection  by  qualified  staff  of  all 
animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  the  District. 

A  total  of  IQf  cwts.  of  butchers  meat  and  offal  were  rejected  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  as  being  either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound. 
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Other  Foods 


Inspections  were  made  regularly  of  all  premises  where  food  was  prepared, 
sold  or  stored  and  the  following  table  has  been  prepared  to  indicate  the 
number  of  various  types  of  food  businesses.

Grades  1  and  2  are  regarded  as  satisfactory 
and  only  a  continued  appearance  of  an  ice  cream  in  grades  5  and  if  would 
indicate  some  fault  in  manufacture* 


Regular  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  of 
all  food  preparing  premises  regarding  the  implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955*  It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  and  there 
has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  manner  in  which  food  is  handled  and 
stared  before  sale* 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  which  was  created  in  October, 

1959?  from  the  Local  Authorities  of  Preston  County  Borough,  Walton-le-Dale, 
Longridge,  Fulwood  and  Leyland  Urban  Districts  arid  Preston  Rural  District, 
continued  to  supply  water  to  the  area* 

The  source  of  supply  for  this  District  consists  partly  of  water  from 
deep  boreholes  at  Whit  tie -le -Woods  and  the  remainder  from  the  Manchester 
Corporation5 s  aqueduct*  The  consumption  figures  shown  below,  which  have 
been  supplied  by  the  Water  Board,  give  the  total  domestic  and  trade  figures,

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


An  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  was  made  during  the  year  to  allow 
for  the  redevelopment  taking  place  on  Jacksons  Farm  to  the  west  of  Leyiand 
Lane.  A  total  length  of  683  yards  of  27t?  diameter  pipes  was  laid  along 
the  River  Los  took  valley  northwards  from  Cowling  Lane.  This  is  the  second 
instalment  of  the  major  scheme  which  is  being  drawn  up  by  the  Council1  s 
Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  A.  J*  Lomax  <&  Sons.  Some  delay  has  occurred 
in  the  preparation  of  these  plans,  pending  a  decision  from  Preston  Rural 
District  Council  on  the  details  under  which  we  would  receive  the  sewage 
discharge  from  Farington.  There  were  199  new  houses  and  4  existing  houses 
connected  to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year.

The  Factories  Acts  are  administered  by  two  separate  bodies  -  Local 
Authorities  and  H«M*  Inspectorate.  The  degree  of  control  exercised  by  the 
Local.  Authority  varies  with  the  type  of  factory  i.  e.  whether  or  not  there 
is  mechanical  power  installed.  A  close  liaison  is,  therefore,  maintained  with 
H.M.  Inspectors  on  such  matters* 
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NEW  TOW  ffiVELOFMENT 
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Since  the  first  houses  were  occupied  in  1953  for  the  accommodation  of 
overspill  population  from  Wigan  and  Preston,  there  has  been  a  total  of  548 
houses,  58  flats  and  6  maisonettes  built  to  receive  families,  along  with  6 
shops  and  37  garages.  There  have  been  no  further  developments  in  this 
connection  during  the  year  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  possibility 
of  further  activity  in  the  immediate  future. 


NEW  LEGISLATION 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962, 

This  Act  amends  Section  31  of  the  National,  Assistance  Act,  1948,  and 
empowers  Local  Authorities  to  make  such  arrangements  as  they  think  fit 
for  providing  meals  and  recreation  for  old  people  in  their  homes  or 
elsewhere  and  may  employ  voluntary  organisations  as  their  agents  for  this 
purpose.  They  may  also  recover  any  such  charges  as  they  may  determine  and 
may  assist  any  voluntary  organisation  who  are  providing  meals  for  old 
people  by  contributing  to  their  funds,  permitting  the  use  of  premises  and 
by  making  available  furniture,  vehicles  or  equipment  either  an  a  gift  or 
loan  or  otherwise. 

Health  Visiting  and  Social  Work  (Training)  Act,  1962. 

This  Act  establishes  two  Councils  with  functions  relating  to  the 
training  of  health  visitors  and  training  in  social  work  and  for  securing 
suitable  facilities  by  courses  etc,  as  may  be  appropriate.  Authority  is 
also  given  for  these  Councils  to  conduct  examinations. 

Shops  (Airports)  Act,  1982, 

This  Act  exenpts  shops  at  certain  designated  international  airports 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950?  relating  to  hours  of  closing. 

Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  1962* 

This  Act  requires  that  where  rent  for  a  house  is  payable  weekly  it  is 
the  duty  of  a  landlord  to  provide  a  rent  book  or  similar  document  for  use 
in  respect  of  the  premises,  and  such  rent  book  shall  contain  the  name  and 
address  of  the  landlord  said  other  relevant  information. 
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The  Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations,  1962, 

These  Regulations  re-enact,  with  amendments,  the  previous  nine  Regulations 
dating  from  1925  to  1958.  The  principal  changes  include  an  extension  to  the 
list  of  permitted  preservatives;  certain  foods  may  contain  preservatives  in 
excess  of  the  limits  provided  the  food  is  covered  by  a  statement  in  the 
prescribed  form;  and  that  where  food  is  certified  by  a  public  analyst  as 
containing  any  preservative  not  permitted  by  the  Regulations,  the  food  may 
be  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Emulsifiers  arid  Stabilisers  in  Pood  Regulations,  1962. 

These  Regulations  prescribe  a  list  of  permitted  emulsifiers  and 
stabilisers  and  prohibit  the  sale  or  importation  of  food  which  contains 
such  material. s  other  than  those  on  the  permitted  list.  Such  substances  axe 
prohibited  for  sale  in  flour  and  the  particular  emulsifiers  which  bread  may 
contain  arc  specifically  mentioned.  The  sale  of  cream  containing  thickening 
substances  is  prohibited  as  also  is  the  sale  or  advertisement  of  the  thickening 
substances  themselves.  Where  a  public  analyst  certifies  any  food  as  containing 
any  emulsifier  or  stabiliser  so  as  to  constitute  an  offence  under  these 
Regulations,  then  such  food  may  be  treated  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations 

These  two  Orders  further  extend  the  above  Regulations  to  certain  named 
Local  Authorities  situated  throughout  the  country. 


Food  and  Drugs  (Legal.  Proceedings)  Regulations,  1962. 


These  Regulations  amend  various  other  Food  and  Drugs  Regulations  by 
applying  specifically  certain  sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  in 
regard  to  legal  proceedings. 

The  Housing  (Management  of  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation)  Regulations,  1962. 

These  Regulations  do  not  automatically  apply  to  houses  let  off  to 
different  families  but  the  Local  Authority  may,  if  they  think  fit,  by  means 
of  an  Order  apply  these  Regulations  to  particular  houses,  if  it  appears  to 
them  that  the  house  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  state  by  reason  of  failure  to 
maintain  proper  standards  of  management. 
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Haying  made  the  Order,  the  Local  Authority  may  then  serve  on  the 
manager  of  the  house  notice  requiring  him  to  execute  ail  works  to  make 
good  the  neglect,  and  in  default  the  Local  Authority  may  do  the  work  and 
recover  the  expenses.  ^Manager ft  in  this  context  means  the  owner  or  lessee 
who  receives  the  rents  or  other  payments  from  tenants  or  lodgers  therein. 
The  Regulations  provide  that  premises  shall  he  in  good  order,  repair  and 
cleanliness,  and  have  satisfactory  water  supply  and  drainage ;  lighting 
and  heating  installations;  provisions  for  rooms,  halls  and  staircases  in 
common  use;  windows  and  other  means  of  ventilation,  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire.  Managers  are  required  to  ensure  that  refuse  is 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  and  steps  are  to  "be  taken  to  protect  residents 
from  injury  as  a  result  of  structural  conditions  in  the  premises.  The 
manager  of  a  house  to  which  the  Regulations  have  been  made  to  apply  is 
required  to  display  a  copy  of  them  for  the  information  of  the  occupants 
and  provide  the  Local  Authority  on  request  with  particulars  of  all  such 
occupants  and  use  of  rooms •  The  Local  Authority  is  also  required  to  keep 
a  Register  of  such  managers.  These  Regulations  were  primarily  introduced 
to  deal,  with  the  worsening  situation  of  such  houses,  most  of  which  appear 
to  he  confined  to  the  larger  cities  of  this  country.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland . 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  preparation  of  an  Annual  Report  is  a 
duty  which  consumes  a  considerable  amount  of  time  -  a  commodity  which  in  these 
fast  moving  times  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  find*  In  this  the  . 
12th  Annual  .Report  prepared  by  myself,  it  has  been  necessary,  owing  to  the 
pressures  already  mentioned,  to  limit  the  subject  matter  considerably* 

Certain  facts  are,  of  course,  presented  in  order  to  provide  continuity  with 
previous  Reports  and  to  indicate  in  the  future  the  progress  made  year  by  year.

That  the  District  continues  to  grow  and  is 
likely  to  grow  more  quickly  in  the  future  is  already  well  known  to  yourselves 
Such  growth,  which  involves  much  consideration  and  discussion  In  its 
preliminary  stages,  has  to  be  taken  care  of  an  and  when  it  occurs  by  what  may 
properly  be  called  the  basic  services*  So  far,  the  growth  has  been  gradual 
and  fairly  "natural"  but  it  has  to  be  absorbed  into  the  existing  framework. 

In  the  field  of  public  cleansing,  for  example,  the  service  must  grow  each 
week  in  direct  proportion  to  the  number  of  new  buildings  completed  in  order 
to  maintain  the  standards  and  it  is  always  difficult  to  decide  at  what  point 
a  service  needs  expansion  by  the  provision  of  extra  vehicles  and  staff  to 
operate  them. 


Once  again,  the  District  enjoyed  a  year 
free  from  explosive  outbreaks  of  infection,  which  in  some  respects  may  be 
regarded  an  fortunate,  although  a  community  such  as  this  with  good 
environmental  conditions  is  better  able  to  cope  with  such  hazards. 


Whilst  this  Report  covers  the  calendar 
year  ending  on  the  31st  December,  certain  figures  which  have  been  given  in 
the  report  on  the  cleansing  services  and  without  which  the  Report  would 
lose  much  of  its  point,  are  of  necessity  based  on  the  financial  year  ending 
on  the  31st  March.  To  abstract  and  prepare  separate  figures  solely  for  this 
Report  would  place  an  undue  burden  on  our  Treasurer  and  his  staff.  Such 
figures  that  are  given  have  of  course  been  checked  by  the  Treasurer  before 
inclusion  or  have  been  taken  from  the  Annual  Abstract  of  Accounts.

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HOUSING, 

The  clearance  of  30  houses  in  Spring  Gardens  remains  the  last  task  in 
the  Council 8 s  housing  clearance  programme.  The  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  have  been  informed  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council, 
there  are  no  further  .areas  remaining  in  the  District  requiring  to  be  cleared 
by  way  of  the  Clearance  Order  procedure.  It  was  indicated,  however,  that  a 
number  of  individual  houses  scattered  throughout  the  District  would  need  to 
be  considered  but  that  it  would  be  possible  if  necessary  to  deal  with  these 
as  they  arose  as  Individually  Unfit  houses.  In  the  case  of  the  Spring 
Gardens  Clearance  Areas,  all  the  necessary  verification  of  ownerships  had 
been  obtained  and  plans  had  been  prepared. 

Individually  Unfit  Houses 

It  was  not  necessary  to  report  any  further  houses  for  the  Individually 
Unfit  procedure  during  the  year.  There  were,  however,  the  following  two 
houses  still  standing  Y»/hich  had  been  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  in  the 
past.  These  are  as  follows;

A  supply  of  all  the  forms  necessary  to  operate  the  Rent  Act 
continued  to  be  kept  available  in  the  Department  for  re-sale .  This 
ensures  that  no  persons,  whether  landlords  or  tenants,  need  suffer  any 
delay  in  invoking  the  provisions  of  the  Act* 

General 

With  the  occupation  of  a  further  199  new  houses,  the  number  now  built 
in  the  District  since  1920  is  4,413  or  6Qfo  of  the  6^486  houses  available. 
This  is  a  very  high  percentage  of  comparatively  modern  houses  which  not 
only  reflects  the  rapid  growth  of  the  District  but  also  ensures  a  fairly 
high  standard  of  housing  generally. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  following  statistical,  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  year*  s  work 
including  that  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  ask  for  authority  to  serve  any  statutory  notices 
during  the  year  as  all  treatments  found  to  be  necessary  were  agreed  with  the 
owners  concerned. 

In  addition  to  those  inspections  specifically  recorded  as  being  for  the 
purpose  of  Rodent  Control*  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  when  visiting 
properties  on  other  duties,  also  take  note  of  any  evidence  of  rat  or  mouse 
infestation. 

Once  in  every  year  10%  of  all  the  manholes  on  the  sewerage  system  of  the 
District  are  test  baited  to  indicate  whether  rats  are  present.  For  the  fifth 
year  in  succession,  the  test  has  shown  no  evidence  of  rat  infestation.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  state  of  affairs  will  continue.  .  As  indicated  last  year, 
however,  the  overcharged  condition  of  the  main  sewers  in  the  west  of  the 
District  must  make  it  very  difficult  indeed  for  any  rats  to  establish 
themselves  in  that  particular  area.  The  situation,  however,  will  change  with 
the  bringing  into  use  of  new  trunk  sewers. 

Agricultural  Contract  Service 

This  service ,  for  the  destruction  of  rats  on  agricultural  properties  on 
a  Contract  basis  which  was  introduced  when  the  Ministry  closed  down,  their 
scheme  some  four  years  ago,  continued  to  operate.  A  total  of  22  Contracts 
were  being  operated  during  the  yearn 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Reference  has  already  been  made  by  Dr.  Walker  to  the  proposed 
extensions  of  the  main  sewage  disposal  works  and  for  increasing  the 
sewerage  facilities  discharging  to  those  works. 

Clearance  of  Blocked  Drains-  and  SewersP 

A  service  which  receives  very  little  publicity  but  which  is  an 
essential  part  of  the  Department  fs  activities  is  that  of  freeing  choked 
sewers  and  drains.  Apart  from  blockages  in  main  trunk  sewers  which  is 
the  responsibility  of  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  there  are  many  thousands 
of  sewers  and  pipes  leading  to  these  mains  which  remain  our  responsibility. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  remove  blockages  on  the  day  they  are  reported  and 
there  was  a  total  of  247  such  blockages  removed  during  the  course  of  the 
year.

Routine  inspection  of  drainage  alterations  to  premises  carried  out  by 
private  contractors  were  .made  throughout  the  year  as  and  when  necessary  in 
those  cases  where  the  alteration  or  repair  had  not  involved  the  depositing 
of  plans  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Conversions, 

Statutory  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  the  remaining  three 
properties  where  there  were  pail  closets  although  a  public  sewer  was 
available.  The  notices  were  served  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  schemes  were  prepared,  and  tenders  invited  for  the  carrying  out 
of  the  necessary  work.  These  premises  listed  below  were  all  connected  to 
the  main  sewer  and  provided  with  fresh  water  closets,

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Appropriate  enquiries  were  made  into  all  oases  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  provided  a  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  such  enquiries,,  This 
excludes  such  cases  as  measles,  whooping  cough.  Where  requested  by  the 
Doctor  attending  the  case  the  facilities  of  the  Department  were  available 
should  admission  to  Isolation  Hospital  be  considered  necessary  and  terminal 
•disinfection  was  still  carried  out  in  houses  where  there  had  been  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  etc.  Suitable  disinfectant  for  use  in  sick  rooms  was  made 
available  free  of  charge  in  all  instances  where  cases  were  being  nursed  at 
home  and  advice  was  given  on  isolation. 

Small  8  oz*  bottles  of  a  strong  White  Disinfectant  with  a  Rideal  Walker 
Go-efficient  of  18/22  continued  to  be  made  available  on  request,  to  any 
householder  in  the  District,  Approximately  8  gross  of  such  bottles  are 
distributed  each  year. 

In  addition  to  the  notified  cases,  investigations  are  carried  out  into 
all  suspected  cases,  all  of  which  during  the  year  under  review  are  detailed 
in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health5 s  report. 
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SHOPS. 

The  Council  is  not  a  Shops  Act  Authority  but  has  certain  functions 
under  the  Shops  Act  to  perform  as  well  as  dealing  with  those  provisions  of 
the  Act  which  have  been  delegated  from  the  County  Council.  This  means 
that  Shops  Act  inspections  are  made*  checking  on  such  matters  as  - 

Heating 

Lighting 

Ventilation  and  temperature 

Washing  facilities 

Facilities  for  taking  meals 

Hours  of  employment  for  young  persons  etc. 

Reports  on  such  inspections  are  made  direct  to  the  County  Council  for 
those  matters  -with  which  they  axe  concerned  and  a  total  of  104  inspections 
were  made  as  against  76  the  previous  year. 

FOOD, 


Slaughterhouses 

The  Appointed  Day  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  for  this  District  was 
the  1st  January*  1962,  The  one  private  slaughterhouse  still  open  in 
Leyland  which  was  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  was  brought  up  to 
the  required  standards  at  the  appointed  time.  A  new  cooling  room  had 
been  incorporated  as  well  as  additional  stores  for  hide  and  skins  and  a 
gut  cleaning  room.  An  approved  stunning  pen  for  cattle  was  provided,  the 
lairage  was  improved  and  the  premises  were  completely  rewired  in  order  to 
improve  the  artificial  lighting.  Improvements  were  also  made  to  the  natural 
lighting  by  the  provision  of  additional  windows.  A  separate  room  for 
washing  and  toilet  facilities  was  also  provided. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  this 
slaughterhouse  during  the  year,  most  of  which  were  for  consumption  within 
the  District,  It  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the  present  owners  to  accept 
casualty  or  aged  animals  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  comparatively  small 
amount  of  meat  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  reject  for  human  consumption.

The  number  of  cattle  dealt  with  was  383  as  compared  with  407  during  the 
previous  year*  The  number  of  pigs  dropped  from  1?1  to  16?  but  sheep  increased 
from  1^238  to  1,  295*  It  is  particularly  noteworthy  that  in  only  one  case  was 
there  some  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  found  in  cattle,  which  compares  with  two 
cases  in  1961  and  15  in  I960,  This  pleasing  result  is  without  doubt  due  to 
the  Tuberculosis  eradication  scheme  adopted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  day  is  fast  approaching  when  the  discovery  of 
Tuberculosis  in  any  form  will  be  a  rarity  in  cattle.  It  "was  also  found 
necessary  to  arrange  for  one  carcase  to  receive  cold  storage  treatment  to  deal 
with  Cyst  leer  cus  bovis,  a  condition  which  untreated  can  produce  a  tapeworm  in 
the  intestines  of  man* 
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A  total  of  10|  ewts*  of  meat  and  offal  from  the  slaughterhouses  were 
rejected  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  owing  to  disease  or  other 
abnormal  condition.  This  compares  with  8§  cwts.  the  previous  year.  The 
most  common  cause  of  rejection  was  cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  caused  by 
"liver  fluke"  -  a  parasitic  condition  found  on  some  grasslands. 

The  practice  of  Sunday  slaughtering  continued  throughout  the  year, 
which  pattern  appears  to  have  become  accepted  by  the  slaughterhouse 
proprietors  as  normal.  Approximately  two  thirds  of  the  animals  were 
slaughtered  on  this  day  and  inspection  services  were  also  required  on 
these  occasions. 


All  animals  slaughtered  were  stamped  with  an  approved  mark  containing 
the  name  of  the  Authority  and  the  Inspector’s  initials,  as  allowed  for  by 
Regulation  15  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924  -  1952.

Pood  in  tills  category  has  usually  become  unfit  either  through  damage 
to  the  can  in  which  it  is  stored  or  a  breakdown  in.  the  refrigeration 
arr  angemani s . 

A  major  investigation  was,  however,  carried  out  throughout  the 
District  involving  "Bell"  brand  tinned  foods.  It  appeared  that  this 
p, articular  firm  had  specialised  for  a  short  time,  before  going  out  of 
business,  in  relabelling  large  quantities  of  unsound  or  suspect  timed  foods 
which  had  been  purchased  at  a  very  low  price  as  unfit  for  human  consumption* 
A  Local  Authority  in  East  Lancashire  had  caused  some  of  this  food  to  be 
examined  and  as  well  as  being  unpalatable  contained  many  times  the  permitted 
quantities  of  lead  and  tin*  The  ends  of  the  tins  themselves  had  in  some 
cases  been  buffed  up  and  polished  to  produce  a  more  attractive  appearance 
and  new  brightly  coloured  labels  had  been  pasted  round  them.  All  food 
premises  were  'visited  but  in  no  instance  were  any  shops  In  this  District 
selling  this  particular  brand* 
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Soft  Ice  Cream 

The  sale  of  soft  ice  cream  is  increasing*  This  has  resulted  in  some 
pressure  on  small  shopkeepers  from  a  certain  type  of  salesman  to  install 
freezers  on  shop  counters®  Some  of  the  methods  used  to  effect  a  sale  have 
been  rather  questionable ,  and  it  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  that 
one  shopkeeper  had  been  specifically  informed  that  their  installation  was  not 
the  concern  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
installation  of  such  machines  and  their  operation  is  **manuf acture”  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  16  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  and  therefore  the 
premises  are  required  to  be  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  and 
would  have  to  comply  with  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat 
Treatment)  Regulations  as  well  as  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations. 
There  is  an  anomoly  in  these  Regulations,  however,  in  that  soft  ice  cream 
can  be  manufactured  without  registration  on  purpose  made  vehicles  which  are 
in  effect  mobile  factories  because  they  are  not  '’premises’*.  The  mix  is 
obtained  from  outside  sources  and  is  manufactured  in  full  conformity  with  the 
Regulations  in  registered  premises  and  these  mobile  vehicles  merely  store  and 
freeze  it  as  necessary.

Milk 


The  Lancashire  County  Council,  being  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority,  now 
administer  the  Special  Designation  Regulations.

It  was  only  necessary  to  disinfect  one  house  for  bed  bugs  as  compared 
with  6  during  the  previous  year.  This  was  a  Local.  Authority  owned  house 
on  the  Wade  Hall  Estate,, 

An  unusual  case  of  a  verminous  person  involving  an  old  man  infested 
with  body  lice  who  had  recently  come  to  Leyland  from  Manchester  was  dealt 
with  in  February.  He  had  been  receiving  attention  from  the  District  Nurse 
and  urgent  measures  were  taken  to  deal  with  the  situation,  involving  not 
only  his  person  but  his  bedding  and  clothing.  After  this  action,  the 
infestation  quickly  cleared  up. 

Red  Mite 

There  were  no  reports  of  outbreaks  of  the  gooseberry  red  mite  on  the 
’fade  Hall  Estate  for  the  second  consecutive  yearn  On  Broadfield  Estate, 
however,  they  made  their  appearance  in  one  area  as  compared  with  three  areas 
during  1961°  A  total  of  16  houses  were  treated  with  the  insecticide 
Mai  at  hi  on. 

Small  Ermine  Moth 


The  small  ermine  moth  has  during  the  past  few  years  been  causing 
considerable  damage  throughout  the  Midlands  and  the  North  to  hawthorn 
hedges.  For  the  first  time  some  of  these  were  reported  in  Leyland  during 
the  month  of  July,  Affected  hawthorn  hedges  can  be  completely  defoliated 
by  the  caterpillar  of  this  moth.  The  caterpillars  are  dark  grey  and 
about  long  and  in  addition  to  defoliation,  spin  large  quantities  of  a 
web “like  material  which  looks  most  unsightly* 

As  with  the  gooseberry  red  mite,  this  is  primarily  an  agricultural 
pest  and  would  not  normally  be  the  concern  of  the  Local  Authority*  However, 
there  have  been  reported  cases  in  surrounding  Districts  where  the 
infestation  has  been  so  great  that  houses  have  become  invaded  and  it  is  for 
this  reason  that  Public  Health  Departments  have  become  associated  with 
eradication. 

On  receipt  of  the  information  that  the  caterpillar  was  present  in  the 
District,  detailed  examinations  were  made  of  the  areas  involved  and  in  no 
case  was  it  likely  that  any  house  would  become  invaded.  However,  mainly 
to  test  the  efficacy  of  control  measures  should  they  ever  be  required, 
certain  lengths  of  hedgerow  were  treated  and  the  results  showed  that  the 
insecticide  used  would  be  able  to  deal  with  any  situation  involving  dwelling 
houses.  It  is  desirable  that  the  Local  Authority’s  responsibility  should  be 
clearly  understood.  Most  hedges  in  the  District  are  in  private  ownership 
and  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  to  treat  his  hedge  if  he  wishes  to 
prevent  its  future  destruction  by  successive  years  of  defoliation  during 
high  summer. 
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Other  Pests 

A  total  of  21  eases  of  cockroaches  were  dealt  with  by  the  Department 
which  is  a  considerable  decrease  on  the  41  cases  of  the  previous  year.  They 
are  difficult  to  eradicate  completely,  owing  to  their  habit  of  breeding  in 
inaccessible  parts  ct  buildings  and  several  treatments  are  sometimes  necessary 
before  any  real  control  can  be  effected* 

The  following  other  types  of  insects  were  also  dealt  with,  some  of  which 
are  normally  associated  with  gardens.  It  is  only  in  those  cases  where  a  house 
is  being  invaded  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  effect  some  sort  of  control. 

23  cases  of  Ants 
14  cases  of  Silverfish 
10  cases  of  Earwigs 
2  cases  of  Plies 
1  case  of  Furniture  Beetles 

There  were  in  addition  10  wasps  nests  dealt  with  where  these  had  been 
established  too  close  to  houses  and  were  making  themselves  a  nuisance.  In 
all  cases,  a  small  quantity  of  hydrogen  cyanide  was  used  which  effectively 
dealt  with  them.  There  was  also  one  case  of  mid  bees  which  had  nested 
adjacent  to  a  house  and  it  w as,  unfortunately,  necessary  to  destroy  them. 
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GLEAN  AIR. 


The  efforts  to  obtain  a  cleaner  atmosphere  were  confined  to  industrial 
establishments,  there  being  no  Smoke  Control  Areas  yet  contemplated  by  the 
Local  Authority,  although  a  comprehensive  report  on  their  establishment  was 
being  compiled, 

A  total  of  23  smoke  observations  yrere  made  on  the  various  factory 
chimneys  in  the  area,  and  where  necessary  appropriate  representations  were 
made. 
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Public  Conveniences 


Arrangements  were  continued  at  the  public  conveniences  in  Chapel  Brow 
and  those  adjoining  the  Public  Hall,  Towngate,  Ley  land,,  for  their  cleaning 
every  day  .in  the  week  including  Sunday.  Other  conveniences  and  those  on 
the  Park  were  cleaned  three  times  per  week.  A  special  report  was  presented 
to  the  Health  Committee  in  February,  on  the  need  for  the  provision  of 
■.further  public  conveniences.  The  report  discussed  the  various,  factors 
involved  and  recommended  that  the  following  areas  were  in  need  of  such 
facilities  and  the  suggested  priority  was  given  as  follows: 

Seven  Stars  Area 

Hough  Lane/Towngate  junction 

Civic  Centre  Area 

Bent  Lane 

Earns haw  Bridge 

During  the  summer  the  public  conveniences  at  Chapel  Brow  were  subject 
to  more  than  usual  vandalism  in  respect  of  depraved  writing  and  drawing  on 
the  walls.  Complaints  were  received  and  steps  were  taken  to  have  these 
writings  removed  daily,  although  with  the  passing  of  time  the  surfaces, 
although  smooth,  quite  readily  recorded  pencil  marks.  Urgent  consideration 
was  given  to  changing  the  wall  surfaces,  and  in  consultation  with  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the  concurrence  of  the  Committee,  it  was  decided 
to  treat  all  the  walls  in  the  Chapel  Brow  conveniences  with  a  surface 
treatment  evolved  by  Leyland  Paints  Ltd.  ,  which  although  washable  presented 
unusual  difficulties  to  any  person  trying  to  write  upon  it. 

Mortuary 

The  mortuary,  adapted  from  the  old  war  time  cleansing  station  adjacent 
to  the  Council  Depot,  continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year.  A  more 
suitable  ‘while  enamelled  cabinet  was  purchased  in  which  to  store  certain 
essential  items  of  equipment  and  consideration  was  also  given  to  inproving 
the  ventilation.  It  was  eventually  decided  to  obtain  an  electrically 
operated  fan  to  fix  in  one  of  the  windows. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  i960. 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act  of  i960  provides  that  a  noise  or  vibration 
which  is  a  nuisance  shall  be  a  statutory  nuisance  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provided  that  if  the  noise  or  vibration  is 
caused,  in  the  course  of  a  trade  or  business  it  is  a  defence  to  prove  that 
the  best  practicable  means  have  been  used  for  preventing  or  counteracting 
its  effect.  The  Act,  therefore,  whilst  it  has  its  uses,  can  not 
automatically  prevent  the  emission  of  noise  from  every  source. 
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There  were  during  the  year  two  complaints  of  noise  emission  from  trade 
processes,  one  being  a  blacksmith’s  shop  and  the  other  engine  test  beds. 

In  the  former  case  with  the  co-operation  of  the  firm,  a  certain  amount  of 
alleviation  was  obtained  by  voluntarily  limiting  the  hours  when  the  anvil 
would  be  used,  whilst  in  the  second  the  firm  concerned  decided  to  rebuild 
a  completely  new  and  re-equipped  engine  testing  bay  in  another  part  of  the 
factory  and  at  some  considerable  distance  from  dwelling  houses.  Although 
the  construction  of  a  new  test  bay  would  be  a  long  and  considerable  project, 
the  co-operation  of  the  firm  concerned  was  much  appreciated  as  the  engine 
test  beds  had  been  in  their  present  position  for  many  years. 

A  further  provision  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  restricts  the  operation 
of  loudspeakers  in  the  street  with  certain  exceptions.  A  specific  exception 
is  granted  to  operators  of  loudspeakers  on  vehicles  which  are  being  used  for 
the  sale  of  a  perishable  commodity  for  human  consumption,  which  allows  them 
to  be  operated  "between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  7  o 8  clock  in  the  evening. 

In  view  of  reports  which  were  received  on  the  operation  of  certain  ice  cream 
vendors,  it  was  necessary  during  the  summer  to  draw  the  attention  of  all 
such  operators  to  the  provisions  of  this  particular  clause  0  The  use  of  such 
devices  in  the  late  hours  of  a  summer  evening  can  give  considerable 
annoyance  to  many  people.

The  new  type  of  electric  lethal  chamber  for  dogs  which  was  installed 
at  the  end  of  1958  has  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  R.S»P.  C.A. 
paid  for  the  cost  of  the  new  chamber  and  also  supply  chloroform  etc,  for 
cats.  All  animals  are  ,fput  to  sleep”  by  the  Society’s  approved  methods. 

The  charge  for  both  cats  and  dogs  remained  at  l/-d  per  animal  and  half 
the  receipts  are  forwarded  to  the  R8S9P,G0A0 
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PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS 


A  total  of  35  licences  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  and  one  for 
calcium  carbide  were  issued  during  the  year,  and  a  total  of  £29* 15«  Od  was 
collected  for  licence  fees. 

Two  new  installations  were  approved,  one  of  them  being  a  new  1,500 
gallon  underground  tank  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  at  the  Ley  land 
and  Birmingham  Rubber  Go*  Ltd,,  and  the  other  a  12,000  gallon  installation 
for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  at  the  site  of  Staziker  '  s  garage  in 
Golden  Hill  Lane,  •which  was  to  be  operated  by  Telport  Investments  Ltd*  , 
for  the  sale  of  "Jet”  petrol* 

The  existing  500  gallon  installation  operated  on  the  same  site  by 
Mr,  Staziker  continued  to  be  licensed  until  the  end  of  the  year  and  then 
was  cancelled,  the  installation  being  removed. 

The  North  Western  Gas  Board  also  gave  formal  notice  of  their 
intention  to  discontinue  the  use  of  their  500  gallon  installation  on  the 
old  gas  works,  site  in  Chapel  Brow,  and  the  licence  was  allowed  to 
expire  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Petroleum  Spirit  (Conveyance  by  Road)  Regulations,  1957>  require 
certain  safeguards  to  be  observed  before  petroleum  spirit  is  delivered 
to  the  storage  unit,  and  a  form  of  Certificate  has  been  prescribed  which 
must  be  completed  each  time  a  delivery  is  made.  To  assist  the  licence 
holders,  adequate  stocks  of  the  forms  of  Certificate  were  kept  in  the 
Department  for  re-sale  as  and  when  they  were  required. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Arrangements  for  and  the  problems  associated  with  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  household  refuse  take  up  a  large  part  of  the  Department’s  functions* 
The  work  is,  however,  interesting  and  varied  and  at  the  end  of  each  week  when 
the  entire  District  has  been  covered,  there  is  a  certain  sense  of  achievement* 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  character  of  refuse  is  rapidly  changing.  With 
present  day  trends  towards  pre-packaging  of  foods  and  many  other  articles  in 
everyday  use,  the  unwanted  wrappings,  containers,  etc.  are  finding  their  way 
into  the  household  dustbin.  There  is  also  a  noticeable  trend  towards 
replacing  household  furniture  much  more  often  than  used  to  be  the  case. 

Requests  to  remove  unwanted  mattresses,  beds  and  furniture  of  all  descriptions 
have  increased  enormously  in  recent  years.  These  factors  have  contributed  to 
the  undoubted  fact  that  household  refuse  is  now  more  bulky  than  it  used  to  be. 
Our  present  vehicle  capacity  is,  therefore,  fully  extended  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  introduce  additional  journeys  to  the  tip  in  order  to  serve  the 
same  number  of  houses. 

The  vehicle  manufacturers  and  cleansing  officers  generally  have  given 
much  consideration  to  the  methods  which  can  be  used  to  cope  with  this 
increased  tendency  for  bulk,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  when  we  consider 
vehicle  replacements  we  shall  have  to  accept  the  fact  that  seme  form  of 
compression  device  will  have  to  be  incorporated  in  them. 

The  Department  suffered  a  grievous  loss  in  March  with  the  death  of  the 
Cleansing  Foreman,  Mr.  William  Newby,  at  the  comparatively  early  age  of  55 
years.  He  was  a  man  who  could  not  help  being  interested  in  any  task  placed 
before  him,  and  if  he  could  be  of  help  to  anyone  it  gave  him  much 
satisfaction.  He  could  get  through  an  enormous  amount  of  work  and  never 
failed  to  bring  a  clear  and  penetrating  mind  onto  the  many  problems  with 
which  we  have  to  deal.  He  was  a  .man  who  never  spared  himself,  and  devoted 
much  of  his  spare  time  to  his  Church,  his  garden  and  as  trainer  to  a  youth 
football  team.  Such  men  are  rare  and  very  difficult  to  replace. 

One  of  our  senior  drivers,  Mr*  Charles  Leather,  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  Foreman  in  April,  and  has  given  every  indication  that  he  is 
capable  of  carrying  out  Ms  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

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Storage  of  Household  Refuse 

The  Municipal  Owned  Dustbin  Scheme,  commenced  in  1949?  continued  in 
operation.  It  was  decided  to  continue  the  provision  of  rubber  lids  to  all 
current  Issues  as  experience  of  the  previous  12  months  showed  them  to  be  a 
considerable  advance  on  the  old  galvanized  steel  lid.  The  British  Standard 
Dustbin  (BSS.792;  1947)  of  cu.  ft.  capacity  remained  as  our  standard 
issue. 

Competitive  tenders  were  invited  for  the  supply  of  500  and  the  contract 
for  dustbins  only  was  awarded  to  Messrs.  Edward  Hill  &  Sons  Ltd.  ,  of 
Stourbridge,  who  quoted  the  very  keen  price  of  23/9id  including  Purchase  Tax 
and  the  contract  for  rubber  lids  went  to  BTR  Industries  Ltd.  ,  at  a  cost  of 
5/3ifd  each  including  Purchase  Tax.  This  showed  a  total  saving  of  8/2 d  per 
complete  dustbin  over  the  figures  obtained  in  1961.

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Collection 


The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  apart  from  short  spells  due  to  the  statutory  holidays  of  Christmas, 
Easter  and  Whitsuntide,  With  the  continued  growth  of  the  District  the 
vehicles  are  fully  extended  and  even  our  spare  vehicle  has  to  be  brought 
into  use  on  one  or  two  days  per  week*  In  view  of  the  heavy  wear  and  tear 
experienced  in  this  class  of  work,  it  is  most  desirable  that  there  should 
be  replacement  vehicles  available  when  major  repairs  to  the  standard  fleet 
are  required. 

The  number  of  vehicles  in  use  by  the  Department  remained  the  same 
although  in  November  it  was  decided  to  obtain  a  general  purpose  10  cu.  yd, 
side  loader  Dennis  vehicle  with  a  Perkins  diesel  engine,  and  an  Order  was 
placed.  This  would  enable  us.,  when  a  vehicle  was  delivered,  to  dispose  of 
the  3.949?  10  cu*  yd*  side  loader  Fords  on  which  was  no  longer  suitable  for 
carrying  out  any  cleansing  function.

There  are  now  two  rubber  manufacturing  firms  in  the  District  who  have 
contracts  with  us  to  dispose  of  all  their  trade  refuse.  These  contracts 
contribute  £150  a  year  towards  the  rental*  Considerable  use  continued  to 
be  made  of  the  tip  by  Civil  Engineering  and  building  firms  etc,  operating 
in  the  District,  for  which  a  charge  is  made  for  disposal.  The  total 
income  including  the  contracts  mentioned  above  for  the  year  1962/1963 
was  £433 .

There  was  on  this  site  a  steel  hopper  constructed  to  receive  kitchen 
waste  during  that  period  when  we  were  selling  this  material  to  Birkenhead 
Corporation,  As  there  was  no  likelihood  of  this  ever  being  needed  for  a 
similar  purpose  and  as  it  was  also  obstructing  part  of  the  tip  which  ought 
to  be  filled  in,  it  was  decided  to  have  it  removed  from  the  site.  After 
asking  for  quotations  from  scrap  merchants,  the  hopper  was  disposed  of  for 
the  sum  of  £12  with  the  condition  that  the  successful  tenderer  dismantle 
the  entire  apparatus  and  remove  from  the  site. 

It  is  becoming  Increasingly  difficult  to  prevent  unauthorised  persons 
gaining  access  to  this  tip,  and  on  odd  occasions  some  trade  refuse  has  been 
deliberately  ignited.  In  no  case  has  this  involved  our  own  household  refuse 
and  fires  have  started  away  from  our  tipping  face.  Whilst  they  have  been 
dealt  with  satisfactorily,  even  the  occurrence  of  such  fires  (usually  at 
weekends)  has  been  the  cause  of  much  concern  to  this  Department  as  well  as 
the  nearby  Ordnance  factory.  Extra  fencing  and  other  security  measures 
were  adopted  during  the  year,  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  risk  of  fires 
being  started  through  vandalism*  Short  of  having  the  site  continually  under 
surveillance ,  however,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  prevent  some  persons 
gaining  access  and  the  only  remedy  in  such  cases  would  be  to  prosecute  for 
trespass* 
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The  Chaseside  f*700H  Shovel,  purchased  in  December,  1953?  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily  on  the  site.  The  following  figures,  which  include 
the  disposal  of  large  quantities  of  trade  refuse  as  well  as  our  own 
household  refuse,  show  the  disposal,  costs  since  the  machine  was  acquired. 
For  comparative  purposes,  the  previous  expenditure  in  1958/1959  when  hand 
labour  only  was  used  is  also  give.ru

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Waste  Paper 

The  table  on  Page  6l  shows  that  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
waste  paper  sold  from  438  tons  to  386  tons  (figures  given  to  nearest  ton. ) 

To  some  extent  this  is  accounted  for  by  a  restrictive  quota  which  was  placed 
on  all  Local  Authorities  selling  paper  direct  to  the  Mills.  Apparently,  the 
amount  of  waste  paper  held  in  stock  had  risen  to  unprecedented  levels.  After 
full  consultation  had  taken  place  between  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery 
Association,  the  Waste  Paper  Co-ordinating  Committee  to  Local  Authorities, 
and  Local  Authority  Associations,  it  had  been  decided  to  introduce  this 
measure  to  prevent  a  complete  collapse  in  the  existing  price  structure. 

The  price  obtained  was  also  reduced  to  the  extent  of  15/~d  per  ton  for 
Fibreboard  Containers  and  5/“d  per  ton  for  Mixed  Waste  and  White  Newspapers. 
The  following  are  the  prices  obtained,  compared  with  those  appertaining 
previously.

Kitchen  Waste 


We  have  continued  to  operate  the  kitchen  waste  scheme  involving  dally 
collection  from  school  kitchens  as  well  as  routine  collections  from  other 
food  premises  and  individual  houses.  The  service  for  individual  houses  is 
operated  by  means  of  g  cuc  ft.  aluminium  type  kitchen  waste  buckets  but  the 
scheme  is  not  being  extended  beyond  the  2?000  or  so  houses  already  served. 

For  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year,  we  were  obtaining  a  price  of  £7  per 
ton  delivered  to  Poulton-le-Fylde,  but  as  it  became  evident  towards  the  end 
of  the  contract  period  that  the  contractor  was  not  able  satisfactorily  to 
dispose  of  and  pay  for  all  the  material  we  were  sending,  further  outlets 
were  eventually  obtained.  It  was  decided  to  sell  to  two  pig  keepers,  again 
in  the  Blackpool  area,  at  an  average  price  of  £5®  10.  Od  per  ton.  These 
arrangements  have  worked  on  a  much  more  satisfactory  basis  than  previously. 

Textiles,  Metals,  etc. , 

The  amount  of  such  material  extracted  by  the  men  from  dustbins  and  from 
the  tip  is  not  very  large.  When  a  sufficient  quantity  has  been  accumulated 
prices  are  invited  from  known  reputable  merchants  and  disposed  of  to  the  best 
offer.
